Their names 
were Mrs. Moore, Mrs. Rhodes, Oliver 
Bhodes, Frank Reed, Clyde Rhodes, 
Cliff Bhodes, Maude Rht^es (the lat- 
ter children), all emigrants on the way 
to the Hills from Mills county Iowa, 
and four men going from the Hills to 
the railroad, names unknown. Two 
were team ownera, one a passenger, 
and a night herder. Five minutes 
from the first alarm the whole country 
was flooded, and the water subsided 
almost as suddenly as it rose. 


Deadwood, D. T., June 14.—Fur- 
ther particulars of the cloud-burst near 
Buffalo Gap on Thursday evening, ob- 
tained from a passenger in this even- 
ing's coach, shows that the water 
commenced raising about 8 o'clock in 
Baver Creek, one mile this side of 
Buf&lo Gap station, on the Sidney 
stage road, and about 92 miles from 
Deadwood.

No estimate 
can be made of the lossat this writing. 
Nine persons were drowned whose 
names were given in a previous dis- 
patch. Four bodies dave so far been 
recovered. The water covered a space 
of forty miles wide, and subsided with- 
in two hours after the rise. Frag- 
ments ef wagons, etc.> were seen three 
to five miles from the scene of the dis- 
aster. All the creeks around the hills 
were unusually high.

Refer- 
ence was also made to his long and 
honest career in connection with the 
city, and to the patience and resigna- 
tion with which he had for many 
years, borne the most escrutiating 
sufferings.

From this text an able discourse 
was preached upon the immortality of 
the soul and the resurrection of the 
dead. 


The exercises at the church were 
concluded with a prayer. 
The sing- 
ing was furnished by a quartette choir 
consisting of Mr. and Mrs. A.J. Lang, 
J. A, Shoaff and Miss Clara Goodwin. 
The procession was then reformed and 
the body removed to Lindenwood 
Cemetery, where, after a brief prayer, 
it was consigned to the tomb.

here since 1836. His age was nearly 
seventy-eight. When he first removed 
here he worked upon the farm of bis 
brother, S. Coles, and by industry and 
economy accumlated enough money 
to purchase the valuable farm in 
Washington township where he lived 
and died. 
He was a most upright, 
large-hearted and charitable man and 
immensely popular with all who knew 
him. 
An ardent and active demo- 
crat he never held or would accept 
any official position save that of jus- 
tice of the peace. 
He had several 
children his wife having died about a 
quarter of a century ago. 


The funeral took place this after- 
noon, and was well attended. 
The 
body was interred in Lindenwood, the 
pall bearers being Jacob Bowser, O. 
G. Hill, Frank Furste, John Becket 
and James M. Kane. 


FOUND DEAD IN BED. 


Victor Jacobson, an old and well 
known citizen of Fort Wayne, was 
found dead in bed this morning, at 
his residence. No. 136 West Wayne 
street. 
The cause of his death is sup- 
posed to be apoplexy. Mr. Jacobson 
has been long and favorably known as 
a clothing dealer in this city. 
He 
failed in business about two months 
ago, since which time he has been very 
much depressed in mind. The knowl- 
edge of this fact led to a rumor that 
Mr. Jacobson committed suicide. After 
a careful examination, however,.,of the 
facts in the case, the SENTINEL is 
prepared to say that the rumor is 
without foundation, and that his death 
was probably caused by apoplexy or 
heart disease. Mr. Jacobson was about 
sixty years of age, and leaves a large 
family.

The hall is public school property, 
and it was built and arranged for pub- 
lia school exercises; it has a larger 
seating^ cBpacitv than any hall in the 
city; it is fully seated, thoroughly 
lighted and ventilated. The exercises 
therein take nothing from the school 
fund and nothing from the means of 
the graduates. If any other place be 
used, some one must pay the expenses, 
unnecessary, and wrong if imposed 
upon the pupils or parents. 


The board cannot 
recognize the 
right or propriety of a graduating 
class seeking to interfere with, or to 
dictate, in any manner, the graduating 
exercises. They must be as fully un- 
der the control of the trustees as any 
other business of the schools. 


We are anxious to please the gradu- 
ating class, in all proper ways, as its 
members can be to please their parents 
and friends, and themselves; and we 
are willing to accord them every rea- 
sonable facility for pleasant and pro- 
fitable closing exercises. 
But we can- 
not be made to believe that the stated 
objections to the use of our own build- 
ing are such as the class, in its own 
calm judgment, will sustain. We cer- 
tainly wish every graduate to make 
the most creditable intellectual effort 
possible, for that will be remembered 
when all the mere display and exter- 
nal effort to please shall be forgotten. 


The place and outward adornments 
are nothing, but w ^ t the mind shall 
present is alone the gratifying meas- 
ure of ability, study and success. On 
such occasions what is said will be 
better remembered than what is seen. 


The board, and the superintendent, 
and principal and teachers will co-op- 
erate with the class in making the ex- 
ercises a credit to the earnest" efforts 
of 
all;

lengthened lives may be strengthened 
by every virtue and crowned with all 
happinef^s and success.
